The Astra is the third best-selling 
small hatchback, behind the 
Volkswagen Golf and the Eord 
Eocus, but it still outsells the 
best-selling SUV With this 
all-new seventh generation model, 
Vauxhall is looking to strengthen 
that market position still further. 

Vauxhall’s emphasis is on 
reducing weight and, in turn, 
improving efficiency and making 
the Astra a better car to drive. This 
last point in particular is something 
that the fleet-footed Eocus has 
always had over the Astra. 

Weight loss program 

Vauxhall is keen to shout about the 
huge weight savings the current car 
makes over the model it replaces, 
which in the case of the diesel 
automatic version is 200kg. 

On average, model for model, 
the new Astra is 130kg lighter 
than the old car. 

The weight savings have been 
made from a variety of places. 
Vauxhall says the vehicle 
structure has been examined in 
order to identify weight reduction

opportunities, using different 
types of steel in the bodyshell areas 
that need them most, for example. 
A lighter bodyshell means that 
suspension components 
and sub-assemblies can be 
re-engineered, cleaving more than 
50kg from the overall weight. With 
all this weight removed, Vauxhall is 
confident that the new Astra will 
be its best driving version yet. 

The overall dimensions of the 
Astra have shrunk but clever 
packaging has ensured that cabin 
space is actually improved. The 
body is around 50mm shorter 
than the current Astra’s, with a 
20mm smaller wheelbase, but 
there is actually 35mm more 
rear leg room. 


Efforts to improve the cabin have 
centred around decluttering the 
dashboard, putting the touchscreen 
high up in the driver’s eyeline and 
improving comfort. Top trim 
levels, for example, feature 18-way 
adjustable front seats and heated 
rear seats. 

New three-pot turbo petrol 

It’s not just impressive weight 
reductions that will improve the 
Astra. Vauxhall claims the entire 
engine line-up combines high 
efficiency with excellent 
responsiveness and smoothness. 

The entry-level engine at launch 
will be the i04bhp 1.0-litre 
turbo three-cylinder engine 
introduced with the new Corsa 
early this year, available with 
either a five-speed manual or a 
five-speed semi- auto gearbox. 

The only other petrol engines at 
launch are a pair of 1.4-litre turbo 
engines rated at iiSbhp and I43bhp. 
A igybhp 1.6-litre turbo will join 
the line-up in early 2016. 

The diesel line-up comprises 
three 1.6-fitre engines. The entry- 
level engine has an output of 
logbhp, while there are two with 
i34bhp; one of these has engine 
stop-start and a six-speed manual 
gearbox, while the other has no 
engine stop-start system

2015 VAUXHALL ASTRA PROTOTYPE DRIVE 


Improvements in fuel economy 
and CO 2 emissions are to be 
expected when there are 
weight savings, but it doesn’t 
automatically follow that the car 
will be better to drive. So how do 
Vauxhall’s claims stand up? 

Compared with the outgoing 
model, the new Astra feels 
incredibly light on its toes, turns in 
eagerly and stays neatly balanced 
through corners. Steering is quick 
and precise, which only adds to the 
new-found agility. There isn’t quite 
as much feedback as you get from 
a VW Golf’s steering, but Vauxhall 
says improvements are still being 
made in this area. 

Despite the slightly sporty 
character, ride comfort is 
remarkably good; the suspension 
is firmer than in the old car, but this 
hasn’t come at the expense of 
low-speed comfort. 

Our prototype was powered 
by the new 143bhp 1.4-litre turbo 
petrol engine, which is impressively 
quiet and smooth compared with 
the old 1.4-litre fitted in the 
previous-generation car, and is at 
least as refined as rivals’ engines. 

The interior of our prototype 
was covered up, so there’s nothing 
to say about the layout or quality of 
the cabin, aside from the driving 
position, which is tough to fault. 


That’s crucial, given the sort of 
high-mileage fleet drivers that 
make up a chunk of the Astra’s 
customer base. 

It might be slightly smaller than 
its predecessor on the outside, but 
four six-footers won’t feel at all 
squeezed, even in the back. We 
weren’t given access to the boot, 
but Vauxhall says the amount of 
space inside is unchanged over 
the outgoing model. 

The new Astra has the makings 
of a very fine family car. 
Dynamically, it shows enough 
promise to worry the class leaders, 
and the 1.4 petrol engine we tried is 
punchy, smooth and - according to 
Vauxhall, at least - one of the most 
efficient engines of its type. 

That’s only half of the battle, 
though, because just as crucial to 
the new Astra’s success is how well 
it stacks up financially. Assuming 
it’s at least competitive on all these 
fronts, Vauxhall’s rivals should 
indeed be worried. 



In January, two further diesels 
will join the roster. A i.6CDTi 
Ecoflex will be the greenest option, 
with emissions of 82g/km and an 
eye-catching official economy 
figure of gi.impg. The quickest 
diesel will be a 1.6-litre biturbo 
diesel rated at isSbhp, capable 
of 66mpg. 

Connection works both ways 

A lot of the Astra improvements 
have been done with a view to 
making it a technology leader in 
its class. The Astra is the first car 
to feature Vauxhall OnStar. This 
is a system which keeps the car 
communicating with the internet, 
to pass on information about the 
car to Vauxhall. 

At its most basic level, the system 
automatically alerts OnStar in 
the event of airbag deployment. 

If contact cannot be made with 
the vehicle, emergency services 
are alerted to respond. OnStar 
essentially turns the car into a 
4G wi-fi hotspot too, letting up to 
seven devices connect to it at once. 
This means passengers can connect 
tablets, mobiles or laptops to the 
web to check emails while on the 
move without using their own 
data connections. 

OnStar also continuously 
monitors the car’s status, 
identifying and diagnosing 


potential problems, monitoring 
service intervals and sending a 
monthly email to keep owners 
informed of the car’s status. It also 
has certain on-demand services, 
such as allowing an OnStar Advisor 
to transmit an alternative route, 
place of interest or a specific 
address to the Vauxhall in-car 
navigation system if the driver asks 
for help. 

Away from the headline grabbing 
technology, even the more 
humdrum Astra models are very 
well kitted out. DAB radio, 

Bluetooth and a USB port are 
standard on all models, along 
with cruise control and 
automatic headlights. 

The latest version of Vauxhall’s 
Intellilink system can be controlled 
via a y.oinch touchscreen. This is 
compatible with Android Auto 
and Apple CarPlay, so allows key 
phone apps to be controlled using 
the car’s touchscreen, steering 
wheel-mounted buttons, or 
via voice control. 

More clever features include 
a mobile phone app for remote 
control of various features, 
including remotely locking or 
unlocking the car when you 
aren’t nearby with the key. It also 
operates as a tracking unit, thanks 
to the Stolen Vehicle Assistance 
system, which tells owners where

the car is, in the unfortunate event 
of it being taken. 

The final part of the technology 
package is a wide range of safety 
features which are more commonly 
seen in executive-level cars. 
Vauxhall is confident this will 
result in a five-star Euro NCAP 
crash safety rating. These include 
intelligent LED headlights, 
which provide excellent forward 
illumination without dazzling 
other drivers, lane departure 
warning, traffic sign recognition, 
autonomous braking systems, park 
assist and blind spot alert. 

Prices from the new Astra start 
at around £15,295 for an entry-level

model, which is around £1800 less 
than the cheapest Volkswagen Golf 
and around £1500 cheaper than 
the car it replaces. Such aggressive 
pricing puts it very close to 
the 1.2 TSl versions of the Seat Leon, 
although still above the very basic 
Pocus 1.6 Studio models that sit at 
the bottom of the range. 

Typically, Astra models have been 
heavily discounted by dealers. If 
this continues with the new model, 
expect to get between £1200 and 
£1800 knocked off, depending on 
the engine and trim level.

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Renault Kadjar 

First drive Nissan Qashqai rival gets efficient engines and loads of equipment 
Verdict The stylish Kadjar is Renault’s most convincing SUV yet 



THIS IS RENAULT’S take on the 
popular Nissan Qashqai: the 
equally intriguingly named Kadjar. 
Available with a turbocharged 
1.2-Iitre petrol, and 1.5- or 1.6-Iitre 
diesel engines, the Kadjar is a 
mid-sized family car that’s mostly 
SUV with a dash of swoopy 
hatchback styling recognisable 
from the smaller Renault Captur. 

There’s seating for five and there 
are four trim levels. You can have a 
dual-clutch automatic gearbox on 
the 1.5 diesel and, from April next 
year, with the petrol. 

Breaks new ground for Renault 

The Kadjar represents a huge step 
forward in terms of perceived 
interior quality for Renault. The 
switchgear is well damped, looks 
good and is straightforward to use, 
while most of the dashboard finish 
is soft-touch and nicely textured, at 
least on middling trim and above. 

The broad driver’s seat is also 
comfortable and there’s plenty of 


head and leg room for tall drivers, 
although those who go for top-spec 
Signature trim with its electric 
adjustability might wish the seat 
could drop a bit lower. 

The colour touchscreen - which 
comes as standard with sat-nav on 
all but entry-level Expression-i- trim 
- gets USB input, Bluetooth and 
digital radio across the range. The

screen is a bit of a faff to use at 
times (particularly for advanced 
settings), but it is easy to see and 
responds fairly quickly. 

There’s plenty of room in the 
back and the outer seats are 
very comfortable, although the 
panoramic roof on top-spec models 
cuts into available headroom 
enough to bother long-bodied 


passengers. A middle passenger will 
find the raised floor and fiat seat 
base a bit uncomfortable, too. 

The boot is a good size and, at 
472 litres, actually betters the 
Qashqai’s by 42 litres, although you 
have to go for pricey Dynamique S 
trim to get the adjustable boot floor. 
A high boot lip might make loading 
heavy items quite a chore, though. 
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Petrol engine best in town 

We drove cars with the 1.2 petrol 
and the 1.6 diesel, which is available 
in four-wheel-drive form. 

While the petrol is smooth- 
revving and fine to drive in town, 
the turbo doesn't kick in early 
enough, so you have to work the 
engine quite hard through the 
slightly notchy six- speed gearbox 
to make snappy progress. 

The diesel is a better bet for 
motorway drivers; it picks up more 
eagerly from low revs and delivers 
a more satisfying surge of power, 
offering flexible response. 

The Kadjar is no sports SUV, 
but nicely weighted steering 
makes it easy to place the car 
precisely; body lean isn’t excessive, 
either, even through fast corners. 
Don’t bother with the four-wheel 
drive setup unless you regularly 
struggle with icy weather, because 
in all other conditions the front- 
wheel-drive car is just as capable on 
the road. Add easily modulated 
pedal responses and the Kadjar is 
simple to drive smoothly, even in 
stop-start traffic. 

Refinement is good, especially 
with the petrol-engined car, 
although at a cruise you’ll notice 
some wind noise over the 
windscreen and boomy tyre noise. 

Our only real niggle concerns 
the ride comfort, which, on the 
19-inch wheels of the Dynamique S 
and Signature trims, felt unsettled 
at lower speeds. It’ll take a full UK 
test to see how that translates to 
British roads.

The numbers stack up 

The Kadjar is very well priced, the 
interior quality feel is up there 
with the Qashqai’s and, while not 
flawless, it is spacious and versatile 
enough for most families. Resale 
values are also predicted to be very 
competitive and Renault’s four-year 
warranty and roadside assistance 
pack add further incentive. 

We would avoid opting for the 
entry-level trim, which misses out 
on some key kit, and step up to 
Dynamique Nav, which gets 
parking sensors, climate control, 
alloy wheels, better interior finish, 
auto lights and wipers and loads of 
safety kit, as well as sat-nav, for a 
reasonable price. 

Is it good enough to end the 
Qashqai’s reign? Quite possibly, but 
until we drive the 1.5 diesel (likely to 
be the most popular engine) in the 
UK, we can’t be sure. As it stands, 
you should definitely consider it 
before making any buying 
decisions in this class.

Mercedes-Benz GLC 

First look Merc’s BMW X3 rival brings a spacious, quality interior, hybrid power 
and off-road ability to the party On sale Now Price from £34,000 (est) 



MERCEDES-BENZ CUSTOMERS in 
the UK haven’t been able to choose 
a direct rival for the BMW X3 or 
Audi 05 up to now, because the 
company’s mid-sized SUV, the GLK, 
was never available in right-hand 
drive. That’s finally set to change 
with the car’s replacement, the GLC, 
which will turn up in showrooms 
this autumn. 

The GLC is based on the same 
chassis parts as the latest C-Class 
compact executive, although it 
gets a longer wheelbase in a bid to 
increase the amount of legroom 
for rear passengers. Mercedes is 
clearly targeting the X3 very closely, 
because many of the dimensions 
of the two cars are almost identical; 
the GLC is just a single millimetre 
shorter than its BMW rival, and just 
9mm wider. It’s noticeably lower, 
though - by almost 40mm, in fact. 

The new model is designed to sit 
halfway between the baby GLA and 
the plusher GLE (the new name for 
the M-Class), but it feels much 


closer to its larger brother in 
concept. The new car’s wheelbase is 
more than 60mm longer than the 
X3’s, and it feels it once you climb 
aboard; there’s plenty of space for 
four six-feet tall adults to travel in 
comfort, with excellent head room 
and leg room in the rear. 

Up front, the dashboard is based 
heavily on the C-Class’s, with the

same large single-piece centre 
console and high-quality plastics in 
all the right places. You also get the 
same choice of screens: a standard 
affair with a Garmin-based sat-nav, 
or a wider display that includes 
Merc’s own Comand system. 

The boot capacity is 550 litres 
with the rear seats in place and 
1600 litres with the standard 


40/20/40 split folded down. 

Those figures are identical to the 
X3’s, although the GLC can also 
extend its seats-up capacity a little 
(to 580 litres) by making the rear 
seat backs more upright. The load 
space itself is usefully square and 
there’s no awkward lip to load 
heavy items over; you can also 
lower the rear seats completely by 



The GLC’s length and width virtually matches the X3’s, but it sits 40mm lower 
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flicking switches on either side of 
the hoot. 

The GLC will be offered with a 
choice of petrol or diesel engines. 
The petrol models, badged 
GLC 200 and GLC 250, get the same 
2.0-litre turbocharged engine in 
different states of tune: iSibhp 
and 2o8bhp respectively. 

Choice of two diesel engines 

The vast majority of UK buyers 
will opt for one of the diesels, 
badged 200d and 25od. Again, the 
two models share the same engine 
- a 2.1-litre four-cylinder twin-turbo 
unit - but with two different power 
outputs: i68bhp and 20ibhp. The 
more modest of the pair will 
be the cleanest conventionally 
powered GLC, with CO2 emissions 
of I29g/km. 

Before the end of this year 
Mercedes will introduce a GLC 
plug-in hybrid, badged 350e. It will 
mix the 2o8bhp petrol engine and 
an electric motor producing ii4bhp. 
It should be able to drive on electric 
power alone for about 20 miles and 
will have CO2 emissions of “less 
than 6og/km”, according to 
Mercedes sources. 

The 350e hybrid will be the 
only GLC to get a seven-speed 
automatic gearbox; the rest of the 
line-up will feature a nine-speed 
auto as standard, along with 
four-wheel drive. 

Two standard suspension 
set-ups will be offered: 'Comfort' 
and a stiffer 'Sport', although many 
customers will choose the more 
expensive air suspension option. 
There will also be styling packs that 
add chrome or gloss black trim, and 
different designs of front and rear 
bumpers. They'll have better 
approach and departure angles for 
off-roading or will be styled purely 
for on-road use. 

Proper mud-plugger 

Mercedes knows that most SUV 
customers hardly ever drive on 
grass, let alone proper tracks, but it 
is offering an 'off-road pack' as an 
option for those that do. 

On cars with regular suspension 
this raises the ride height by 20mm, 
but if you add it to a GLC with air 
suspension you get a host of 
additional features. 

It introduces three selectable ride 
heights beyond normal - raised by 
30mm and 50mm, and lowered by 
15mm - and adds a data screen to 
the infotainment system that can 
show everything from the angle 
the car is leaning to the amount 
of throttle and brake pedal 
you're using. 

The GLC will also get a

Mercedes’ tuning arm, AMG, 
although initially at least it won't 
be a full-house V8. Instead, the 
GLC 450 AMG Sport will have a 
twin-turbocharged V6 petrol with 
around 36obhp. 

The GLC is available to order now, 
although first UK deliveries start in 
November. We'd expect prices to 
begin roughly where the smaller 
GLA stops, and compete with the 
X3 - so figures should start at 
around £34,000.

Vauxhall Viva 

First drive An all-new city car, designed to rival the likes of the Hyundai ilO 
Verdict Sparse kit and a weak engine mar the Viva’s pleasant character 



THE ORIGINAL VAUXHALL Viva, 
which first went on sale in 1963, 
was marketed as a practical and 
affordable small car. Now, 52 years 
on, the classic Viva name is back, on 
an all-new five-door city car. 

It's claimed to be well equipped, 
easy to drive and ideal for everyday 
use, but it faces stiff competition 
from the likes of the Suzuki Celerio 
and Hyundai iio. 

A simple range with one engine 

The front- wheel-drive Vauxhall 
is based on a new platform and 
powered by a 1.0-Iitre three-cylinder 
petrol engine, which is coupled to 
a five- speed manual gearbox. 

There are two trim levels. 
Entry-level £7995 SE comes with 
cruise control, electric front 
windows, electric heated mirrors, 
an aux-in and fog lights as standard. 
It's this model that Vauxhall 
expects to be the most popular, but 
it's disappointing that it doesn't 
have USB, Bluetooth or air-con. 


Go for a fiagship SL version, 
however, and you'll get all of the 
above, as well as a smart two-tone 
dashboard, a leather-trimmed 
steering wheel, tinted glass and isin 
alloys. You'll pay a premium of 
£1500, but given the upgrades it's a 
justifiable hike. There are plenty of 
options, too, such as an electric 
glass sunroof.

Rides well, but it’s slow 

As you'd hope for a small city car, 
the Viva is easy to drive. The 
controls are light and predictable, 
although the clutch action can 
occasionally be a little difficult 
to judge. Corners are dispatched 
with ease, without excessive 
body roll, and the Viva feels 
safe and secure. 


It even rides well, which is no mean 
feat for a small car. 

What proves to be the Viva's weak 
spot in its armour is its naturally 
aspirated engine. Even though it's 
more powerful than some rivals' it 
feels a lot less eager, which means 
you have to work it hard to build 
speed. This makes overtaking and 
high-speed driving more taxing. 



Suspension does a fine job of dealing with body roll, potholes and drain covers 
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The saving grace is that the engine 
is smooth and quiet, even when 
revved to its 66oorpm limiter, 
and the five-speed manual gearbox 
is very slick. 

It’s also let down by an intrusive 
amount of road noise. If you’re 
driving at motorway speeds, or 
on rougher roads at lower speeds, 
there’s a persistent background 
roar. It’s significant enough that 
you’ll have to raise your voice to 
speak to your passengers. 

The engine is economical, 
though. Vauxhall claims 62.8mpg, 
and during our test it returned an 
indicated sompg without effort. 

CO2 emissions are rated at i04g/km 
for the standard version, which 
means you’ll pay £20 a year for VED. 
Vauxhall does offer a cleaner 
Ecofiex version of the SE model, 
however, which is VED-exempt 
thanks to CO 2 emissions of ggg/km. 
It costs an extra £175, though, and is 
only fractionally more efficient. 

Pleasant interior 

The Viva features a neatly 
appointed and practical interior. 
There’s lots of room up front and, 
while the steering column doesn’t 
adjust for reach, it’s easy to find a 
comfortable driving position. Two 
six-feet-tall adults can sit in relative 
comfort in the rear, and three adults 
can fit in at a push. 

The boot isn’t as large as the one 
in a Skoda Citigo, but it’s spacious 
enough for daily duties. The rear 
seats split and fold, though, so there 
is extra room available if you need 
it. The material quality throughout 
the cabin is generally very good, 
too, and touches like the smartly 
styled instrument cluster lend the 
Viva a pleasantly high-end feel. 

The Viva hasn’t been Euro 
NCAP crash tested yet but it does 
come with an array of safety 
equipment as standard, including 
electronic stability control, 
six airbags and tyre pressure 
monitoring. There’s no spare 
wheel as standard, though, but one 
is available for £110.

A viable alternative? 

Vauxhall’s new Viva is a car that has 
many strong points. It rides well, 
is well-finished and should be 
cheap to run. However, the market 
is so competitive that it doesn’t do 
quite enough to stand out. 

Eor example, you could buy a 
similarly priced Suzuki Celerio. 

It’s better equipped and nicer to 
drive, too, both factors which will 
swing many buyers looking for a 
budget all-rounder.

This sixth-generation 7 Series 
comes packed with advanced 
technology including efficient new 
engine options, a next-generation 
version of BMW’s iDrive and 
autonomous driving functions 
that enable the car to park itself. 

Diesel leads the way 

The sole diesel option at launch, 
and the UK’s likely best-seller, the 
730d, comes with a 26ibhp/457lb ft 
uprated 3.0-litre six-cylinder engine 
that emits just iigg/km of CO2 and 
has a combined economy of 
62.8mpg. Those emissions not only 
beat the I48g/km of the most 
efficient diesel Mercedes-Benz 
S-Class, the S350d, but also the 
i20g/km of the diesel-electric 
hybrid S300 Bluetec Hybrid.

Both 7 Series models have an 
eight-speed automatic gearbox, 
which links with the sat-nav to 
ensure the right gear is selected 
for the road conditions ahead.

The new range starts at £64,530 
for the 730d, a £6000 increase on 
the old model, although this still 
undercuts the most efficient diesel 
Merc S-Class by more than £2000. 

Next year we’ll also be offered the 
V8-powered 750! and the new 
plug-in hybrid, the 740e. This uses 
a turbocharged 2.0-litre petrol engine 
and an electric motor with a 
lithium-ion battery pack. Power 
output is 32ibhp, with a o-62mph 
time of just 5.6 seconds, and a 
claimed I34.5mpg economy figure 
with CO2 emissions of just 49g/km.

Verdict Cheap without being nasty. Beats most rivals on practicality and equipment

Our test car was a i.6-litre petrol 
manual (the diesels arrive later this 
year), and while it didn’t feel as 
effortless on performance as some 
of its turbocharged rivals, it still 
coped with mixed motorway and 
town use well enough. Rev the 
engine and it responds with 
reasonable pace, while it’s also 
quite refined when cruising. 

The car’s ride and handling feels 
slightly rough and ready. The body 
moves about busily at higher 
speeds, and there’s notable chassis 
noise on coarse surfaces and over 
sharper bumps - but neither 
problem’s very intrusive. Tackle 
a series of bends, though and the 
Tivoli doesn’t feel as adept as the 
best rivals, partly because the 
steering does a poor job of 
communicating grip levels.

Unlike some three- 
cylinder engines, it’s also 
remarkably smooth and quiet with 
few vibrations felt through the 
controls - even at high revs. 

However, in other respects the 
Ibiza is still pretty average to drive. 


softer-touch dashboard and more 
attractive-looking plastics dotted 
around the cabin. The heater vents 
and some of the switchgear still feel 
flimsy, but the Ibiza’s interior no 
longer displays obvious signs of 
cost-cutting. 

More impressive are the new 
touchscreen infotainment systems. 
We tried the 6.5-inch Full Link 
system, which comes as standard 
on Connect trim, and found it 
intuitive and quick to respond. 

Better still, it will sync seamlessly 
with Apple and Android devices to 
‘mirror’ your phone’s display on the 
car’s screen, and it allows you to 
access your music, contacts and 
text messages. You even get a 
Samsung Galaxy A3 phone thrown 
in to get you started. 

This system is optional on SE 
models upwards, while cheaper 
trims make do with a smaller, 
monochrome touchscreen. 

Entry-level E trim offers electric 
front windows and door mirrors. S 
adds air-con, Bluetooth and 
steering wheel controls while SE 
gets you a colour touchscreen and a 
leather-trimmed steering wheel 
and gearknob.

Audi RS3 


First drive More power for the new hot hatch, but has Audi injected it with enough fun? 

Verdict Better to drive than the old model and quicker than its key rivals, but costly to buy and run 


fingertips via the steering wheel- 
mounted paddles. 

The new RS3 is much improved, 
handling-wise. Audi has fitted a 
variable ratio steering rack, which 
makes the car quick to respond 
through sweeping hends but 
avoids it being too darty around 
the straight-ahead. 

The RSs's body stays level in 
corners and the large tyres provide 
enormous grip. It’s more enjoyable 
to drive than the A45, although 
keen drivers will still have more fun 
in the Missi. 

The big surprise is how well the 
Audi rides - at least on the optional 
adaptive dampers we tried. Sure, it’s 
still firm, but it’s more compliant 
than the A45 and only gets harsh 
over sharp ruts. 


drove - the sports exhaust, which 
created all sorts of race car-like pops 
and crackles. 

Unlike the Missi there’s no 
manual gearbox option for the RS3, 
just a seven- speed dual-clutch 
transmission. For your daily 
commute you have the smooth- 
shifting automatic mode, but 
when you want to press on, fast and 
near-seamless changes are at your

PERFORMANCE HATCHBACKS ARE 
all about blistering speed. However, 
because most owners tend to use 
these cars on a daily basis they need 
to offer everyday useability as well. 

The new Audi RS3 Sportback 
looks to have both of these angles 
covered. It has the practicality of 
one of our favourite family 
hatchbacks and headline-grabbing 
performance, courtesy of its 362bhp 
2.5-litre turbocharged petrol engine. 
All of that power is tamed for the 
real world with four-wheel drive. 

At £39,955,the RS3 isn’t cheap, 
but Mercedes asks only slightly less 
for its rival four-wheel-drive A45 
AMG. BMW takes a different route, 
offering its Mi35i with rear-wheel 
drive, but for around £9000 less. 

Searing performance 

The RS3 has the potential (with the 
delimited option) to reach I74mph 
and hit o-62mph in 4.3sec. That’s 
not far shy of many supercars and 
certainly quicker than both the 
Mercedes and the BMW. 


Floor the accelerator and there’s 
little to touch it away from a 
standstill. Plenty of mid-range 
punch makes it equally quick for 
overtaking without the need to 
drop a gear. 

Both the BMW and Mercedes 
sound good, but the RS3 is even 
more tuneful. That’s partly down 
to the engine’s five-cylinder 
configuration and - on the car we

Inside, you get a clean-looking, 
premium-feeling interior, great 
driving position and room for four 
adults plus their luggage in the 
decently sized boot. 

There are enough extra touches 
to make the RS3 feel special, such as 
contrasting stitching on the sports 
seats, unique dials and Alcantara 
trim on the steering wheel and 
doors. Standard equipment is also 
generous and includes Audi’s MMI 
infotainment with sat-nav and a 
rear camera. 

The RS3 is more expensive to 
buy and run than even its main 
rivals, but for many buyers high 
running costs are a given, and this 
RS3 is a big improvement over its 
predecessor. It’s more involving 
than the A45, and while it might not 
deliver quite as much fun as an 
Mi35i, point-to-point, there’s little 
doubt the Audi is the faster car.

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Peugeot 208 

First drive New engines and mildly refreshed styling for Peugeot’s supermini 
Verdict Cheaper to run but still not as good to drive as the class leaders X ■■ 



New software for touchscreen, plus a reversing camera Styling changes include new alloys and LED tail-lights 


PEUGEOT HAS GIVEN its 208 
supermini a facelift to ensure it 
remains competitive in the light of 
competition from newer rivals such 
as the refreshed Vauxhall Corsa. 

The raft of changes includes an 
updated exterior, more efficient 
engines, new trims and upgraded 
technology. The styling upgrades 
bring a new front bumper 
incorporating a wider grille, plus 
revised LED tail-lights. All but the 
base Access trim models receive 
new two-tone headlights with LED 
running lights, as well as different 
alloy wheel designs. 

New motors, lower emissions 

Several new engines join the range, 
including a loSbhp 1.2-litre 
three-cylinder petrol unit with 
engine stop-start - its power and 
efficiency figures all but match 
those of the equivalent Eord Eiesta 
and VW Polo engines. On the road it 
has plenty of mid-range shove, but 
the engine isn't as refined as the 
Polo 1.2 TSTs. 


There's also a new 1.6-litre diesel 
that comes in three states of tune: 
74bhp, ggbhp and iiSbhp. The 
99bhp unit delivers its power over 
a wide rev range and pulls cleanly 
in most gears. However, it's boomy 
under hard acceleration and 
transmits vibration to the controls. 

The 74bhp version is noticeably 
quieter and more refined, but it's 
more at home in the city. It's 
extremely efficient, though, 
officially averaging up to 94.2mpg 
while emitting only 79g/km of CO2. 

Depending on the engine, you get 
either a five- or six-speed manual 
gearbox. The five-speeder feels 
vague and both have an excessively 
long throw. There's also a new 
six-speed auto for the no petrol. 

Dynamically, the 208 feels 
similar to before, which means that, 
at least on its smaller wheel option, 
it rides well. However, there's still 
too much body roll in corners and 
the steering feels rather inert. 

Inside, Peugeot has stuck with its 
contentious i-Cockpit design, which 


means the steering wheel can 
obscure the dials, depending on 
your driving position. 

At least there's a broad range of 
adjustment to the seat and steering 
wheel to cater for the majority of 
builds, while the well-shaped seats 
give plenty of support. 

The 7.oin touchscreen (standard 
on all but the entry model) remains, 
but has had a software upgrade

plus new apps and a Mirror Screen 
function for your smartphone 
Other new features available 
include a city brake assist function, 
a rear-parking camera and 
semi-automated parking assist. 

One of the previous car's 
strengths was its spacious cabin, 
and it's still bigger inside than the 
Eiesta and not far behind the roomy 
Skoda Eabia. The 285-litre boot is on 
a par with those in the Eiesta and 
Polo; there's no adjustable boot 
floor, though, like you'd find in a 
Hyundai i20. 

Do the changes go far enough? 

Peugeot's revisions to the 208 aren't 
dramatic, and as a result the model 
continues to be a decent, if slightly 
underwhelming car next to the 
class best. 

The new diesel engines certainly 
make it cheaper to run and there's 
no doubt that the ride and space 
inside make it a viable proposition 
if these features matter to you. 
However, we still think it falls 
down in too many other areas to 
recommend over a Eiesta or Polo.

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Mazda CX-3 

First drive Mazda’s new upmarket small SUV driven for the first time on UK roads 

Verdict Good to drive and handsomely equipped, but it’s too pricey and the ride is poor ®®fiSOO 



THE MAZDA CX-3 faces some stiff 
competition in the hotly contested 
small SUV sector, with rivals such as 
the Citroen C4 Cactus, the Renault 
Captur and the new Honda HR-V 
We’ve already driven the CX-3 in 
Europe, but this is our first drive 
of both the iiSbhp and I48bhp 
2.0-litre petrol versions, and the 
i04bhp 1.5-litre diesel version, 
on UK roads. 

Impressive performance 

On the road, even the base petrol 
engine pulls well and makes swift 
progress. It’s smooth and refined 
too, and the six-speed manual 
gearbox has a slick, precise action. 

The more powerful I48bhp 
version comes with four-wheel 
drive as standard, and, although the 
extra power is welcome on some 
roads, our money would go on the 
front-wheel-drive versions. 

The diesel engine vibrates more 
and is noisier at lower revs, but 
offers more low-down pulling 
power. That said, the lighter petrol 
car is quicker in a sprint and, with 
less weight over the front wheels, 
it handles better too. 

However, problems begin on 
uneven road surfaces. Even on i6in 
wheels, the CX-3 has a bouncy ride 
that unsettles the car in bends and 
becomes tiresome across country 
and on undulating motorways. 

There’s quite a bit of road noise at 
motorway speeds, too, especially 
over coarse surfaces, although wind 
noise is well contained. 

Well-equipped interior 

There’s a strong sense of quality 
inside, with neat styling, well- 
textured plastics and padded, 
leather-effect materials. 

There’s also a clear, easy-to-use 
yin colour infotainment display 
as standard across the range.

The driving position is good and 
there’s plenty of room up front, but 
three in the back is a squeeze, and 
six-footers will find their heads 
brushing the ceiling. 

The boot is a useful size, at 
350 litres, although access is 
narrow, and there’s an adjustable 
floor in the luggage bay. The rear 
seats split 60/40 and, when folded, 
there’s a completely flat load bay. 

The CX-3 is handsomely 
equipped, too, with standard kit on 
SE trim including air-con, electric 
windows, electric mirrors, cruise 
control, Bluetooth and a DAB radio. 
SE-L trim adds rear privacy glass, 
rear parking sensors and automatic 
headlights and wipers, and the 
range-topping Sport Nav gets 
luxuries such as 18-inch alloy 
wheels, LED headlights and a 
reversing camera. 

Expensive against rivals 

The CX-3 has a lot going for it. It’s 
well equipped, has strong engines 
and is good to drive. However, it 


doesn’t ride very well, its rear cabin 
is cramped and, when compared to 
its obvious rivals - the Citroen C4 
Cactus and the Nissan Juke, for 
example - it seems expensive to 
buy and to run. Some models even 
cost as much as the larger Nissan 
Qashqai and Skoda Yeti. 

Admittedly none of them feels 
quite as plush inside or drives as 
neatly as the CX-3, but in a class 


determined by costs, that’s not 
likely to be a decider. The cheapest 
models deserve a look, then, but the 
majority of the CX-3 range looks like 
poor value.

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Skoda Superb Estate 

First look All-new version of Skoda s huge, practical load-lugger 
On sale Late September Price from £19,840 



THE DEFAULT CHOICE for those 
looking for vast, road-going square 
footage used to be a Volvo. With the 
Swedish company s move upmarket 
and away from the family estate car 
market, your choices now consist of 
models like the Vauxhall Insignia 
and Ford Mondeo. The biggest of 
all is Skoda’s vast Superb Estate. 

On sale in the UK since 2010, it 
is actually a bigger seller than its 
sister car, the hatchback, by nearly 
two to one. 

Bigger than before 

The new model is 23mm longer 
and 80mm wider than the car it 
replaces, which was already a pretty 
big car. There’s also an extra 80mm 
between the wheels. This makes 
for a longer, wider cabin; the rear 
seats in particular have hugely 
generous legroom. 

As with the hatchback, the view 
from the front seats is impressive, 
with a dashboard that’s solidly 
assembled from higher quality 
materials than you might expect 


for a car with a starting price of less 
than £20,000. 

The standard boot space is 660 
litres, which is 27 litres more than 
the car it replaces. With the seats 
folded, the total available space 
is 1950 litres. To give some 
perspective, that is some 300 litres 
more than that of a Mondeo Estate. 

Good choice of engines 

The choice of engines broadly 
matches that of the hatch, with 1.4 
and 2.0-litre turbocharged petrols 
and 1.6- and a 2.0-litre diesels. The 
only difference with the hatchback 
engine line-up is that the ii8bhp 1.4 
TSI petrol will not be offered in the 
UK, a I48bhp version being the 
entry-level, with a choice of an 
automatic or six-speed manual 
gearbox. There are 218 and 278bhp 
versions of the 2.0-litre petrol 
engine, both only available with 
the six-speed automatic gearbox. 

Company car drivers are likely 
to focus on the greenest version, the 
ii8bhp 1.6-litre diesel with an auto 


’box, emitting i05g/km for a 
benefit-in-kind (BIK) value of 19%. 
Skoda expects the i48bhp 2.0-litre 
diesel to be the best seller, though. 

All the diesels are available with 
automatic and manual gearboxes, 
while the 2.0-litre versions are also 
available with four-wheel drive and 
a six-speed manual gearbox. 

The level of standard equipment 
in the Superb Estate is much

improved. All models get alloy 
wheels, air conditioning, 
emergency braking technology and 
a touchscreen infotainment 
system. SE trim adds rear parking 
sensors, adaptive cruise control and 
a unique feature of the Superb: 
umbrellas stowed in both front 
doors. SE prices start at £22,390. 

SE Business models get satellite 
navigation and are typically 
available only to company or cash 
buyers. SE-L Executive models get 
a bigger touchscreen, heated, 
leather-trimmed seats, larger 
wheels and xenon lights, while 
range-topping Laurin and Klement 
trim gets a 10-speaker audio, lane 
assist, self-parking, keyless entry 
and a keyless tailgate. Prices for 
L&K models start at £31,840. 

Despite the extra equipment, 
prices for the Estate haven’t risen 
by much. The entry-level S trim car 
is £25 more expensive than the 
outgoing model, although other 
trim levels are up by around £600. 

The new model goes on sale in 
late September, around two weeks 
after the hatchback.

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Honda Civic Type R 

First drive Honda’s latest entry into the fast hot-hatch market 
Verdict Extremely capable, if less fun than a couple of key rivals ★★★★ 


HONDA’S NEW CIVIC Type R has 
seemed a long time coming. The 
firm has shown concept and 
prototype versions at motor shows 
for several years, but now it’s finally 
delivered its competitor to the 
Renaultsport Megane and 
Volkswagen Golf R. To take them 
on, Honda has given the Civic a 
mighty 3o6bhp and calls it ‘the 
most extreme Type R to date’. 

This is the first Type R to get a 
turbocharged engine. In the past 
they’ve had naturally aspirated, 
high-rewing engines, but because 
Honda wanted so much power from 
this Civic, there was little other 
choice. This engine revs to make 
its peak power at hsoorpm and 
peak torque (2951b ft) from 
2500rpm: low by fast Honda 
standards, implying you won’t 
have to work the engine so hard. 

Quick through corners 

The Civic is, unlike the Golf R, 
front- wheel drive rather than 4WD. 
Its 3o6bhp is a huge amount of 
power for the front wheels to 
handle, so Honda has fitted a 
torque- steer reducing front 
suspension, meant to limit the 
amount of tug on the steering 
wheel when accelerating. 

The rear suspension is less novel, 
but the Type R does have front and 
rear dampers whose firmness can 
be put into two states. The first is for 
the road, the second - which comes 
if you push a ‘-i-R’ button on the 
dashboard, is meant mostly for race 
tracks. It also sharpens the throttle 
response, stiffens the steering 
weight, makes the dials turn red 
and reduces the intrusion of the 
electronic stability programme. 

However you won’t be pressing 
it often; the Type R is firmly sprung 
enough, even in its standard state. 

It is pretty easy to drive, though.

The controls are well judged, the 
gearbox (a six-speed manual) is 
fairly slick and the engine response 
quite docile. 

There’s quite a lot of lag from 
the turbo unit at lower revs, which 
means power doesn’t always arrive 
instantly. When it does arrive it’s 
certainly a quick car - o-62mph 
takes just s.ysec - although our test 
car became boomy at higher revs. 

The handling is reasonably crisp 
and quite secure, but the Civic’s 
big trick is that it has lots of grip 
in the middle of a corner and good 
traction, helped by a standard 
limited- slip differential. 

Excellent driving position 

It’ll take a back-to-back test in the 
UK to know for sure, but the Civic’s 
steering wheel squirms less in 
your hands under power than the 
Renaultsport Megane’s. However, 
the steering has less feel, and the 
handling is less incisive. We also 
think it’ll prove to be a less polished 
drive than a Volkswagen Golf R’s. 


Inside, it has more to worry the 
Renault. The driving position is 
excellent, the seats are supportive 
and the perceived quality is higher 
than the French car’s, albeit still 
lagging behind the Volkswagen. 

Pricewise, all three cars are fairly 
evenly matched. You can get the 
Renault for less, but after adding 
a few options, things are closer, 
and Honda has worked hard to 


make the Type R available on a 
PCP deal for just £300 a month with 
a £3000 deposit. 

At that money, you might not 
be getting the most fun hot hatch 
to drive, but you’ll be getting an 
outlandish, practical and extremely 
capable one.

Volkswagen Golf TSI Bluemotion 

First drive First petrol-powered Bluemotion VW gets an all-new, high-tech, three-cylinder engine 
Verdict Smooth, brisk and frugal - the petrol engine company car drivers have been waiting for 



Interior of the Golf feels classy, comfortable and spacious TSI offers terrific refinement and makes financial sense 


THIS VOLKSWAGEN GOLF is the 
first petrol-powered model to wear 
the Bluemotion badge and is the 
most fuel-efficient petrol version 
yet. It’s powered by a new gggcc 
three-cylinder turbocharged 
engine, based on the impressive 
unit currently used in the Up city 
car. The headline claims are an 
official CO2 rating of ggg/km and 
a hs.ympg claimed fuel economy. 

The whole engine weighs just 
89kg, some 10kg lighter than the 
four-cylinder 1.2-litre TSI engine 
in the Golf. 

Changes to the car have been 
less dramatic. The chassis has been 
lowered by 15mm, the radiator sits 
behind deployable flaps, there 
are new airflow-smoothing 
underfloor panels, low rolling 
resistance tyres and the hatchback 
gets a new spoiler. 

Impressively quiet on the road 

Equipped with the new engine, 
this Golf is very refined, smooth 
running, and surprisingly brisk. 


Having said that, we tested it on 
Amsterdam’s extensive motorway 
network, which is smooth, well 
surfaced and, above all, flat. 

Although it doesn’t have the 
mid-range shove of a diesel, the TSI 
Bluemotion is more refined and is 
far more pleasant to accelerate 
through the gears. The engine starts 
in virtual silence and its stop-start 
abilities are remarkable, shutting

down and sparking up with barely 
a murmur. 

The six-speed manual ’box is 
slick in operation and nicely 
weighted, albeit with a reasonably 
long throw, especially into sixth. 

The chassis tuning seemed to 
have achieved a fine balance of 
cosseting, easy-rolling comfort, too, 
without degenerating into heaving 
and bouncing across obstacles. 


Company car drivers take note 

For a business driver, the Golf 
would make a compelling tool. 

It’s not just the in-car refinement 
that makes it so useable, it’s also 
the quality of the interior, the 
comfortable seats and the extensive 
storage space. 

This is a really first-rate cockpit 
and, up front, the Golf cabin gives 
little away to larger cars in terms 
of space and comfort. 

Running along at motorway 
speeds, the only sound invading 
the Bluemotion’s cabin is a subdued 
wind noise from around the pillars 
and windows. Indeed, turn the 
ventilation fan up and the most 
intrusive sound inside is from the 
face-level vents. 

Compared with the Golf 1.6 TDI 
Match - which also emits 99g/km 
of CO2 - this 1.0-litre petrol model is 
£1040 cheaper, too. The petrol Golf 
also has a company car tax 
rate of 14%, 3% less than the TDI. 

Frugal petrol makes its case 

VW’s engineers have created an 
economy-minded petrol engine 
that combines impressive 
refinement with surprisingly 
brisk performance, and all with 
a civility that most modern 
diesels can’t match. 

The 1.0 TSI is both cheaper 
and more economical than the 
four-cylinder 1.4 TSI 122 Golf, too 
(the bigger engine emits i23g/km 
and returns 53.3mpg, compared 
with Bs.ympg). Clearly, the new 
1.0-litre TSI is the better buy. 

If this new baby engine delivers 
in terms of real-world economy, 
the case for dropping diesel - with 
all the attendant worries about 
pollution - has never been better.

First drive Fully loaded Mondeo is aimed squarely at compact executive rivals 
Verdict Poor resale values and mediocre Hybrid scupper its chances • 



Luxurious diesel Vignale drives well enough, but high running costs let it down 


THE MONDEO VIGNALE is the 
bells-and- whistles version of Eord’s 
hig family car. With goodies like 
Windsor leather trim, a panoramic 
glass sunroof, a 12-speaker Sony 
sound system and noise-cancelling 
capabilities, you really don't need to 
add any options. 

The real leather upholstery is 
of a good quality, while the gloss 
black and metal-look inserts give 
a high-end appearance. However, 
the sharp-edged plastic door bins, 
some cheap-feeling switchgear and 
wobbly air vents are giveaways to 
the Vignale's more budget roots. 

Refined dynamics 

Engines on offer include a 177 or 
207bhp 2.0-litre diesel and a 
2.0-litre turbocharged petrol. The 
big-selling I77bhp version can be 
had with a manual or dual-clutch 
automatic gearbox, each with six 
speeds, and as an automatic 
four-wheel drive. There's also a 
2.0-litre petrol-electric hybrid with, 
at 99g/km, the best emissions 
figures in the range. 


We drove the 2.0 TDCi 180 AWD 
Powershift diesel, and came away 
impressed. Power goes to the front 
wheels alone unless any slip is 
detected, when all or any portion of 
the drive can be diverted to the rear 
wheels if necessary. 

The steering is predictable and 
well- weighted, if overly keen to 
self-centre, with precise and 
enjoyable responses. 


Expensive company car 

The same can't be said of the hybrid, 
which has a CVT automatic gearbox 
that allows the 2.0-litre petrol 
engine to rev noisily under even 
moderate acceleration. There's also 
quite a bit more body movement, 
so it feels more cumbersome 
through corners than the diesel. 

Ride comfort is also affected 
by the Hybrid's weight. Poor 


town roads can make it feel a bit 
choppy, whereas the 2.0 TDCi on 
standard i8in wheels soaks up 
bumps, creases and undulations 
without fluster. 

Most buyers will be company car 
users, although BIK costs for the 2.0 
TDCi diesel we drove push it into 
the same price territory as a BMW 
52od auto, and the Vignale just isn't 
as good. The argument for private 
buyers is even less persuasive, 
because of the car's weak resale 
values. Ultimately, there are many 
better ways to spend your money.

Cracking up is no joke 
for Seat Leon owner 


*Not covered by warranty’ shock 

I bought a 63-plate Seat Leon in 
January. All was going well until 
I noticed cracks appearing on the 
dashboard a few weeks ago. 

They’ve since grown bigger. 

I’ve been to my local Seat 
dealership who tell me the problem 
isn’t covered by the car’s warranty. 

I’m really upset. I haven’t done 
anything to make these cracks 
appear. Is there anything I can do to 
get the dashboard fixed, or to stop 
the problem getting any worse?

What Car? says 

We were as surprised as you to see 
the cracks in your Seat Leon’s 
dashboard, especially as your car is 
not even two years old and is still 
within its warranty. 

We contacted Seat and this is 
what they said: “After further 
investigation and liaising with our 
technical support team, it appears 
that we have not seen this issue on 
the Leon before, and it is consistent 
with incorrect care/use. 



The dashboard cracks have been 
growing in the past few weeks

“We suspect a solvent or 
petroleum-based cleaning 
product has been used. These 
products soften the surface of 
the dashboard, causing it to 
crack. The dash should be 
cleaned with specific car interior 
care products, as these have the 
right balance of chemicals to 
allow the dirt to be removed 
without damaging surfaces. 

“The owner’s manual states: 
Plastic parts and leatherette can 
be cleaned with a damp cloth. If 
this is not sufficient, plastic parts 
and leatherette should only be 
treated with a special solvent-free 
plastic cleaner’. Alternatively 
something has been left on the 
dash that has damaged the surface. 

“Either way we would conclude 
that the issue on the binnacle 
is not the result of a manufacturing 
defect and the dealership is 
correct in not replacing the dash 
under warranty. 

“As a goodwill gesture, we offer 
to contribute half towards the cost 
of a new dashboard.” 


New car, old engine 

On 31 March 2015, 1 bought a new 
Volvo V40 D2. My car has a 1.6-litre 
diesel engine that produces 115bhp. 

At the end of April, I was 
disappointed to learn that the D2 
engine in the V40 is being replaced 
by a more powerful 2.0-litre unit 
that puts out 120bhp and is Euro 
6-compliant. 

Should I have been told that the 
engine that I’ve bought was on the 
way out and would be replaced so 
soon after I bought my car? Should 
I have been offered a discount? 
David Murray 

What Gainsays 

It’s galling when you buy a new car 
and discover that the model has 
been replaced or updated soon 
after you’ve taken delivery. 
Unfortunately, there is little that 
you can do. Volvo announced the 
arrival of the V40’s new engines in 
the last week of April and it would 
be difficult to prove that the selling 
dealership was aware of the 
change when it sold you the car. 

Car manufacturers frequently 
change the specifications of their 
models, often with little notice. It’s 
worth contacting the dealership to 
see if they are willing to offer you 
a goodwill gesture. 

History mystery for new owner 

I recently bought a used BMW X5. 

I have now discovered that it doesn’t 
have a service history book. Instead, 
it has a handwritten list of garages 
that serviced my car. Is there a way 
for me to get hold of the service 
book, or get a new one with the 
correct stamps?

If they do, you could 
get copies of the service reports 
sent to you. 

To get a new service book, 
you will need to order one from 
BMW directly. While you’re 
speaking to the company, ask if 
it has records of your car being 
serviced by its dealers. 

Daytime lights no-show 

I bought a new Ford Focus Titanium 
last month and was horrified when 
I got it home to find that this model 
does not have daytime running lights. 
I thought the European Commission 
Directive on DRLs had made them 
mandatory on all new cars. 

I do not have a complaint against 
the dealer because I never discussed 
the lights prior to making the 
purchase. Is there anything that can 
be done to sort this out?

What Car? says 
We have a Ford Focus on our 
long-term test fleet, so when we 
got your email, Leah, we checked 
its daytime running lights. Our car 
is in Zetec trim and, like yours, 
doesn’t have any DRLs. 

We contacted Ford and were told 
that because the 2015 Focus is a 
facelift rather than a new model it 
isn’t legally required to have DRLs 
fitted. The legislation applies only 
to all-new models. 

If you would prefer your car 
to have separate LED DRLs, you 
should contact your local Ford 
dealership and see if they can be 
fitted as an aftermarket accessory. 

Order mix-up and huge wait 

In September 2014, 1 gave a £1000 
deposit to a Volkswagen dealer for 
a new Golf R 5dr with the optional 
DSG gearbox. They told me the car 
had been ordered and would arrive 
on 14 January 2015. In early January 
I received a call to say there had been 
an administrative error at their end

and they had ordered the wrong 
colour and specification. They told 
me that if I wanted to re-order, the car 
would take a further five months to 
arrive. I still wanted the car so asked 
them to go ahead. 

In May they contacted me to say 
that the car had arrived but that 
again, it was the wrong specification 
and didn’t have a DSG gearbox. 

I’ve now asked them for my 
deposit back and have approached 
another dealer who has told me that 
the price has gone up and that there’s 
a seven-month wait for delivery. Is 
there anything I can do? 

Phil Worthington 

What Cai? says 
What a nightmare, Phil. First, 
make sure you get the full deposit 
back from the first Volkswagen 
dealership and ask for some form 
of compensation for the trouble 
they have caused you. If they are 
slow returning your money, we’d 
recommend getting legal advice. 
The Citizens Advice Bureau (see 
the panel to the right for details) 
would be a good place to start. 

Once you have your money back, 
and if you’re sure you still want to 
buy a Golf R, speak to Volkswagen 
directly. Tell them what you have 
been through and ask them if you 
can order a new Golf R at the 
original price. Also, see if they can 
speed up the delivery process, 
stressing that it has been nine 
months since you placed the 
original order. If they can’t, ask 
for a goodwill gesture to keep 
you as a customer. 

If they can’t or won’t do either 
of these things, it might be worth 
considering a vehicle from a 
different manufacturer. Golf R 
rivals worthy of consideration 
include the BMW M135i 5dr (list 
price £31,730), Renault Megane 
Renaultsport 275 Trophy (£28,930) 
and Ford Focus ST-3 (£25,995) - all 
of which offer similar performance 
and should have considerably 
shorter waiting lists.

THE ORIGINAL VOLVO XC90 
was something of a trailblazer. 

Big, graceful, and with seven seats 
as standard, it was heaven-sent for 
well-heeled families who’d been 
crying out for a more upmarket 
way to ferry around people and 
paraphernalia. Naturally, it sold by 
the bucketload. 

That was 13 years ago, though, 
and in that time it had inevitably 
grown a bit long in the tooth. 

However, with this all-new XC90, 
Volvo is hoping to recapture some 
of the magic of its pioneering 
original. Like its predecessor, the 
new one is big and has seven seats, 
but this time it comes packed with

What are they like to drive? 

Just a few years ago, all big 4x4s 
were fairly cumbersome to drive. 
The Discovery is a relic from that 
era; it weighs around half a tonne 
more than its rivals and doesn’t 
disguise that extra heft very well. 

Around corners, the Land Rover’s 
tall body leans dramatically, 
making quick direction changes 
all but out of the question. This isn’t 
an SUV that feels at home on twisty 
country roads, then, and it’s even 
less well suited to town driving 
where its slow, heavy steering and 
unwieldy nature make it tricky to 
manoeuvre. Venture off the beaten 
track, though, and the Discovery 
will get you places its two rivals 
could only dream of going. 

The XC90 immediately feels 
lighter on its toes than its British 
rival. Its steering is faster, so less 
armwork is needed to get round 
tight corners, and there’s far less 
body sway through bends. It’s a pity 
the steering doesn’t give you a little 
more feedback at higher speeds, but 
at least it’s always precise. 

Sadly, the Volvo doesn’t ride as 
smoothly as you might hope. It’s 
too easily flummoxed by potholes 
and patched-up road surfaces, and 
you don’t just feel bumps, either - 
you hear them as noisy clunks from 
the suspension. 

The Land Rover’s softer 
suspension irons out ripples and 
small bumps more effectively, 
helping the Discovery to lope 
along smoothly - especially on the 
motorway. Sharp-edged bumps 
and potholes cause the body to 
shudder a bit around town, but 
that’s preferable to the unsettled 
nature of the Volvo. 

Meanwhile, the BMW manages 
to combine the best of both worlds: 
tidy handling with a supple ride. 
Admittedly, our test car was 
equipped with adaptive comfort 
dampers, a £1495 option that allows 
you to stiffen and soften the 
suspension at the touch of a button. 
However, in this spec the X5 is the 
most comfortable of the three at all 
speeds and easily the most nimble 
and car-like through corners. 

Performance is the one area that 
isn’t hampered by the Discovery’s 
considerable mass. Its muscular, 
six-cylinder diesel engine wafts the 
big Land Rover up to speed snappily 
enough, and its automatic gearbox 
shifts smoothly most of the time. 

The BMW and Volvo will get you 
up to speed slightly faster, and both 
have more refined engines. The 
XC9o’s is slightly quieter, largely 
because its gearbox keeps the revs 
low unless you need a burst of 
acceleration, whereas the Xs’s ’box 
tends to hold the revs higher.

Big 9.0in touchscreen is super 
bright and quick to respond when 
you press it. The on-screen menus 
are mostly intuitive, too, and sound 
quality is superb, so we wouldn’t 
bother shelling out £3000 for the 
optional Bowers & Wilkins upgrade. 
As with all of these SUVs, sat-nav, 
a DAB radio and Bluetooth all come 
as standard. The touchscreen 
display does pick-up fingerprints 
fairly easily, though. 



What are they like inside? 

All three offer that typical lofty 
driving position and penthouse 
view of the road that SUV buyers 
appreciate. Getting comfortable 
is easiest in the Volvo, though; it’s 
the only car here with electric front 
seats and adjustable lumbar 
support as standard. That said, 
some of our testers still found 
they developed lower back pain 
after a short stint behind the wheel. 

The X5 has the most comfortable 
and supportive seats, although 
our test car had £275 adjustable 
lumbar support - an option we’d 
strongly recommend. Meanwhile, 
the Land Rover’s spongy armchair- 
like pews are comfy for the first few 
miles, but don’t have much in the 
way of support around the shoulder 
and lumbar regions, and don’t hold 
you in position especially well 
through corners. 

However, if outright cabin space 
is the priority, the Discovery will 
impress you most. Its second and 
third row of seats don’t slide or 
recline, but they don’t really need to 
because there’s genuinely enough 
head and leg room for seven 
six-footers to travel in comfort. 
Access to the rearmost seats is also 
better than in both rivals, but 
erecting and folding away its two 
rearmost seats is a fiddly affair. 

The same process is more 
straightforward in the Volvo. Its two 
rearmost seats are easier to flip up 
and fold away into the boot floor, 
and they’re more comfortable to 
sit in, even though there isn’t as 
much leg room. As a bonus, all 
three of the XCgo’s middle-row 
seats slide back and forth and 
recline independently, allowing you 
to free up space in the third row 
when required and enjoy limo-like 
space for five the rest of the time. 

The BMW’s middle row of seats 
also slide and recline, and there’s 
slightly more leg room than in the 
Volvo, along with just as much 
headroom. However, the Xs’s sixth 
and seventh seats offer onsiderably 
less knee room than in either the 
Discovery or the XC90. »

In November 1919, the parish of Aldermaston in 
Berkshire hosted the UK's first hand-operated 
petrol pump, opened by the AA.

Today, just over 
8000 stations exist - but the amount of cars 
on the road has increased tenfold to 35 million.

What will they cost? 

All three cost near enough the 
same to huy once you’ve factored 
in Target Price discounts. However, 
over three years the Volvo will he 
kindest on your wallet, mainly 
because it’s predicted to depreciate 
more slowly than its rivals and is 
the cheapest to insure. 

Despite the Land Rover’s 
disappointing 26.7mpg average 
real-world fuel economy, its 
comparatively strong resale values 
mean it will work out only a few 
hundred quid dearer than the BMW 
over three years. 

The Discovery makes no financial 
sense whatsoever as a company car, 
though. Its sky-high CO2 emissions 
place it in one of the highest 
benefit-in-kind (BIK) tax bands, so 
you’ll sacrifice a whopping £546 a 
month of your salary to run one. 
The X5 will cost you a more 
reasonable £441, but the Volvo is the 
cheapest company car option at 
£425 a month. 

Your £45,000 outlay gets you 
plenty of standard luxuries, 
whichever SUV you plump for. All 
three come with climate control, 
sat-nav, leather seats and cruise 
control as standard. BMW and Volvo 
fit a powered tailgate and myriad 
safety aids, including automatic 
emergency braking with pedestrian 
detection, speed limit sign 
recognition and lane-departure 
warning. These safety systems 
aren’t available on the Land Rover. 

High-powered xenon headlights 
are standard on the X5 and 
Discovery, while the XC90 gets even 
brighter LED versions. However, 
it’s a little disappointing that Volvo 
charges extra for front and rear 
parking sensors and heated front 
seats, which all come as standard 
on the BMW and Land Rover. In fact, 
BMW even throws in metallic paint 
free of charge. 

Land Rover isn’t famed for its 
reliability but, surprisingly, the 
X5 suffers a greater number of 
glitches according to the most 
recent JD Power survey. The XC90 
was too new to feature in that 
survey, although Volvo was the 13th 
most reliable brand overall (out of 
26). BMW and Land Rover finished a 
disappointing 24th and 22nd 
respectively. »

What are they like to drive? 

All three cars have 2.0-litre diesel 
engines that produce I48bhp. 
However, the way they deliver 
their power and torque differs. 

The Ford has the most low-down 
pulling power, hut its tall gearing 
means it's actually the slowest to 
get up to speed. The Skoda 
accelerates more briskly in all 
situations, and is actually the 
quickest of the three to hit 6omph 
from a standstill. The Volvo's 
shorter gearing helps make it the 
quickest to build speed from low 
revs in the high gears, though. 

The S6o's engine also remains 
the quietest at a steady cruise; the 
Mondeo and Superb's engines are 
far from noisy, but do emit more 
of a background drone on the 
motorway. Meanwhile, the Volvo 
generates the most road roar, and 
there's some suspension noise in 
the Superb, but wind noise isn't 
a problem in any of these three. 

The Skoda's handling is more 
impressive. It turns in keenly, 
grips well and its body remains 
composed in tight bends, while 
its steering is accurate and its 
responses easily judged. The Volvo's 
steering, by contrast, is vague and 
you need to apply more lock to get 
round tight corners. The S6o's 
body also leans more and the 
Volvo is the first to run out of 
grip through bends. 

The Mondeo sets the handling 
benchmark, though; its steering 
provides a decent sense of what 
the front wheels are doing and 
it's the most agile and composed 
through corners. 

Our Superb test car was fitted 
with optional (£750) DCC adaptive 
suspension and optional i8in alloy 
wheels (17s come as standard). 
Choose Comfort mode and the 
Skoda loses a little of its neat body 
control through corners, but lopes 
along comfortably, taking the 
majority of bumps in its stride. 
However, select Normal or Sport 
mode and the ride becomes 
increasingly unsettled, especially 
over potholes. Wider experience 
suggests ride quality isn't great 
with the regular suspension, either. 

The Volvo soaks up sharp-edged 
bumps well around town and stays 
settled on the motorway; the fact it 
does so without you spending extra 
on an optional suspension system 
gives it the edge over the Skoda. 

We've previously lauded the 
Mondeo for its comfortable and 
controlled ride. However, while that 
applies if you choose Zetec trim, the 
larger wheels that come as standard 
on this Titanium model mean you 
feel road bumps more, although the 
ride stops short of being crashy.

Business Edition S60s come 
with a 7.0in colour screen that’s 
controlled using buttons and dials 
on the dashboard. It’s not as easy 
to use as it sounds, though, because 
many of the buttons are too small 
and hard to press, and the menu 
system is confusing. At least the 
screen itself is set high up on 
the dashboard, and the Volvo’s 
standard sound system is very 
good indeed. 



What are they like inside? 

There’s plenty of space in the front 
of all of these cars, especially the 
Skoda, so taller people shouldn’t 
have any issues. All three cars 
provide a decent amount of 
steering wheel and driver’s seat 
adjustment, too, and all get 
adjustable lumhar support. 

Sit in their rear seats, though, 
and one car stands out: the Superh. 
It has the most rear head room and 
more leg room than many large 
executive cars. 

Two adults will fit comfortably 
in the Mondeo’s and the S6o’s rear 
seats, too, providing the front 
passengers aren’t too tall - although 
three adults will be rubbing 
shoulders in all of these cars. 

The Skoda continues to dominate 
with boot space. With its rear seats 
in place it has a huge, square, 625 
litres, dwarfing even the Mondeo’s. 
That said, even though handy 
boot-mounted levers come as 
standard to split and fold the rear 
seats 60/40, with them down there 
is a significant step in the boot floor. 

Although not as large as the 
Superb’s, the Mondeo’s boot is far 
from outclassed. Its access is every 
bit as good as the Skoda’s and its 
folded rear seats leave a flatter 
surface. Like the Skoda’s boot, 
it’ll easily swallow two large 
suitcases or a couple of large 
pushchairs and more. 

Being a saloon, access to the S6o’s 
boot is more restricted, and it can’t 
compete on space. Its shallower 
shape makes it more awkward to 
cram bulky items inside, and, 
though its rear seats fold flat, it’s 
not as versatile or as practical as 
the other two cars here. 

The Volvo’s soft-touch surfaces 
and metallic accents put it on a par 
with the Skoda’s well-built interior, 
though. The Mondeo’s dash 
features scratchier plastics farther 
down its dashboard, and generally 
looks and feels the cheapest here. 

However, it’s easier to navigate 
the dashboards of the Mondeo and 
Superb with their large buttons. »

What will they cost? 

All three cars are prime candidates 
for anyone looking for a frugal, 
comfortable and well- specified 
company car. The Ford, however, 
is much more costly than its 
rivals, because of its higher CO2 
emissions and list price; youll pay 
almost £1000 more in company car 
tax over three years than you would 
if you’d opted for the Skoda. 

The Volvo is even cheaper, thanks 
to its even lower emissions, but it 
doesn’t drop enough tax bands 
to put significant distance between 
it and the Superb. Compared with 
the Skoda you’ll save a little more 
than £100 in a three-year period, 
which isn’t enough given the 
trade-offs elsewhere. 

It’s a slightly different story for 
cash buyers, who will have to fork 
out the most for the Volvo after 
discounts, with it setting them back 
almost an extra £1000 over the 
Ford and £1500 over the Superb. 

During True MPG testing the 
Mondeo and Volvo returned 
45.impg and si.smpg respectively. 
We weren’t able to test the Superb, 
but if it returned similar results 
to the other two it would be the 
cheapest of the trio for private 
buyers. The Ford would be the 
most expensive, by a substantial 
stretch, in part because of its 
heavy depreciation. 

All three of these cars come with 
a decent amount of equipment, 
including sat-nav, climate control 
and cruise control. The newer Skoda 
and Mondeo are predictably the 
more generously equipped cars, 
however, and they also include 
some more upmarket features. 

For example, the Skoda comes 
with adaptive cruise control as 
standard, while the Ford gets traffic 
sign recognition. 

The Mondeo is highly rated 
on the safety front, earning the 
full five stars from Euro NCAP. 

The Ford is also the only car here 
that is offered with the option 
of automatically inflating rear 
outer seatbelts, which further 
improve safety. 

The new Skoda Superb has yet 
to be crash tested. The current Volvo 
S60 has not been tested recently, 
although the company usually has 
an impressive safety record. »

IT’S A CLOSE-RUN thing between 
the Mondeo and Superb. They are 
two very capable and competent 
cars, but each will appeal to 
different buyers.

on the list price, but some will judge 
that a price worth paying. 

The Skoda, on the other hand, 
offers up a hugely practical cabin, 
and is far cheaper for business 
users. It might not be as keen on 
the road as the Mondeo, but it’s 
similarly comfortable and easy to 
live with. What helps it nudge 
slightly ahead of the Eord is the fact 
that it’s much less costly for private 
buyers, both to buy and to run. As 
an overall package it’s hard to beat, 
especially considering how 
well-equipped it is. 


The Volvo finishes third. Even 
among such highly regarded rivals 
it proves itself to be a comfortable 
and pleasant car to drive. Alas, a 
high purchase price, inferior 
practicality and a fiddly 
infotainment system make it hard 
to recommend. It might hold initial 
appeal for company car drivers but 
it’s difficult to justify against the 
high standard of this competition. 
There is a fractional saving to be 
had compared with the other cars, 
yes, but most would gladly pay 
that premium.

BMW M VERSUS Mercedes AMG. 

It’s a head-to-head that’s been 
fuelling pub talk for decades, and 
the arrival of this all-new Mercedes 
C63 AMG means the debate is only 
going to get more heated. 

It kicks off with a new 4.0-litre 
twin-turbocharged V8, more 
potent and more efficient than 
the venerable 6.2 V8 that defined 
its popular predecessor. It’s going 
to need all of the power from its 
new motor to beat the BMW M3, 
which has established a reputation 
for being brutally rapid, unfailingly 
precise and - when pushed - as 
entertaining as any sports saloon 
out there. 


What are they like to drive? 

Although both deliver a o-6omph 
time in the 4.0-second region, and 
have similarly impressive brakes 
and advanced, adjustable 
suspension systems, they feel very 
different to drive. For a start, the 
BMW is a far keener-handling car. 
There’s a huge amount of grip, 
minimal body roll and super-fast, 
precise responses, albeit a shortage 
of genuine feedback through the 
steering wheel. 

Switch to the AMG and you’ll find 
it a much softer-feeling affair, with 
less bite at the front and far more 
body lean in hard cornering. It’ll 
still get round corners at a vast rate

of knots, but it’s not as agile and 
grippy as the BMW. 

One downside to the Ms’s 
unflappable handling is that it has 
to be driven hard before it really 
starts to excite. This is where the 
AMG makes up some ground, 
thanks in part to its 4.0-litre V8 
engine. The BMW’s 3.0-litre 
six-cylinder can sound harsh and 
uncouth, whereas the Mercedes’ 
makes a gratifyingly baritone 
rumble, even at lower speeds. This 
lends it real theatre, so you don’t 
have to thrash it to enjoy the noise 
and sense of power. 

You can’t argue with the 
relentless nature of the BMW’s

twin-turbo engine, though. With 
425bhp, it’s not as powerful as the 
Mercedes’ 469bhp twin-turbo V8, 
but it revs much higher and adds 
to the BMW’s frenetic feel. The M3 
is also the lighter car and can match 
the AMG’s in-gear acceleration and 
sprinting capability with ease, 
although the Mercedes’ V8 picks 
up more keenly and progressively 
from low revs. 

Both automatic gearboxes have 
modes that can alter the shifting 
pattern, but the M3’s changes more 
quickly by some margin. In the 
most aggressive mode the 
transmission can be very snatchy, 
though, so it’s best reserved for 
hard driving. The Mercedes has 
a more conventional seven-speed 
automatic, albeit with a few 
upgrades to give it more 
aggressive performance. Its 
shifts are slightly slower, 
particularly when you’re driving 
gently. This, in conjunction with 
the Mercedes’ more flexible engine 
and softer responses, make it more 
relaxed in day-to-day driving. 

Both cars get gearshift paddles, 
which make it quick and easy to 
command manual gear changes. 
The Mercedes’ launch control 
system is far easier to use, 
too, quickly granting fast and 
hard launches, while the BMW’s 
can be very fiddly to activate and 
is less effective at minimising 
wheel spin. 

As you’d expect, neither of these 
cars has a cosseting ride quality, 
but the Mercedes proves the 
most tolerable out on the road. 

It’s still firm, but with the dampers 
in their softer mode it has 
enough compliance not to annoy. 
The BMW is harsher over scruffy 
surfaces, and can become jarring 
over more severe imperfections, 
regardless of which damper setting 
you choose. 

Both cars are quite noisy at 
motorway speeds - there’s a lot of 
road noise and, in the Mercedes, the 
bass note of the engine doesn’t fade 
away at part throttle. »

What are they like inside? 

Neither car is too far removed from 
the conventional saloon on which it 
is based. This means the cabins are 
well laid out and comfortable, but 
there are enough minor differences 
in both to tell them apart from the 
standard cars and justify their price 
premiums. Performance-themed 
instrumentation, myriad badges 
and deep, supportive seats are 
among the obvious upgrades. 

The Mercedes has the better- 
looking cabin, thanks to the elegant 
‘waterfalT-style centre console, 
bedecked in glossy piano-black 
trim, and lots of detailing. Put the 
driver’s display into AMG mode 
and one of the features on offer 
is a gearshift display that makes 
it easier to judge manual changes. 

BMW has been a little more 
restrained on the style front, opting 
for fewer glossy finishes and less 
high-performance addendum. 

What it lacks in outright visual 
appeal, however, it makes up for 
in quality. Although there are some 
harder plastics lower down in the 
cabin, it all feels solidly put together 
and all the controls have a precise 
action to them. The Mercedes 
follows a similar pattern, too, and, 
despite not being quite as plush as 
you’d expect, it feels well put 
together, with good perceived 
quality in the cabin. 

Both cars have adequate seating 
for four but the BMW is slightly 
more spacious. The M3 has far 
more supportive front seats, which 
makes it more comfortable when 
driving fast. It also has the better 
infotainment system - it’s much

easier to use than the Merc’s. 

Both cars are of a similar size 
but the BMW has a larger, more 
easily accessed boot. The M3 is 
also easier to see out of, thanks 
to its more prominently defined 
corners and slightly better visibility. 

What will they cost? 

Buying and owning costs are very 
similar. Cash buyers will find the 
BMW the cheaper to buy, saving a 
fractional £356 over the Mercedes. 
The M3 will cost £715 more to 
run over three years, though, 
eventually setting you back £359 
more, assuming you buy outright 
and sell after three years. 

If you’re interested in a finance 
deal, the Mercedes will prove less 
expensive. With a down payment 
of £5000, an annual mileage of 
10,000 and a 36-month contract, 
you’ll pay £830 a month. The BMW 
will cost a little more than £900 a 
month, although compensation 
comes in the form of a lower final 
payment, if you opt to keep the car 
at the end of the agreement. 

On the off-chance that you 
might be considering one as 
your next company car, you’ll 
find little to choose between the 
two on the tax bill front. The 
Mercedes will command a £410 
premium in company car tax over 
the course of three years, but given 
that both will set you back around 
£25,000 in total, it’s unlikely to help 
you decide. 

Equipment levels are also similar. 
Both come with sat-nav, DAB, USB 
sockets, Bluetooth connectivity, 
electric heated memory seats, power 
folding door mirrors and a host of 
performance modes. 

Both cars have similar claimed 
official fuel economy figures, at 
34.5mpg for the Mercedes and 
34mpg for the BMW respectively. In 
our True MPG test the M3 achieved 
a respectable 27.6mpg, but we didn’t 
have the opportunity to test the C63. 
The Mercedes has the larger fuel 
tank, however, and so in theory a 
longer range. 

The BMW and Mercedes both 
attained the maximum five- star 
safety rating in Euro NCAP 
crash testing.

FUN IS THE essential ingredient of 
any hot hatch, but what exactly is 
it that makes a car fun to drive? 
Nippy acceleration and plenty of 
grip certainly help, but the most 
telling factor is how involved you 
feel in the action; the feedback you 
get through the steering wheel, how 
satisfying the gearbox is to use and 
what the engine sounds like when 
you rev it hard. 

All these reasons are precisely 
why, for the past couple of years, 
the Fiesta ST has been top of the hot 
hatch pile. It's never been quite the 
quickest or the grippiest of its 
breed, but no other rival puts such 
a big smile on your face. 


The Fiesta's reign at the top could 
be about to end, though, because 
Vauxhall's new Corsa VXR doesn't 
just look the part, it packs more 
power than its rival and is similarly 
well equipped, but costs less to buy. 
If it's as much fun to drive, the Ford 
could be in trouble. 

What are they like to drive? 

Both cars have i.6-litre 
turbocharged petrol engines and 
deliver their power in broadly 
similar ways. The Fiesta is slightly 
more eager at low revs, but the 
Corsa claws back that advantage 
by having more power on hand 
when you really thrash its engine. 
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That extra power no doubt 
explains why the VXR is slightly 
faster according to the official 
figures. However, in our tests, it was 
actually the Ford that sprinted off 
the line quickest, hitting 6omph 
from a standstill in 7.0 seconds and 
beating the Vauxhall to that 
yardstick by a tenth. 

The Fiesta sounds so much 
more enticing, too. Both cars have 
sports exhausts, but the ST’s silky 
smooth motor and rorty exhaust 
warble goad you into revving 
the engine at every available 
opportunity. Meanwhile, the 
VXR’s engine sounds coarse at 
high revs and its uninteresting

exhaust note leaves you rather 
underwhelmed. 

It’s not just the way the ST 
sounds, either; it’s the way it drives. 
The Ford’s steering, for example, 
is super-precise and streams 
information to your fingertips, 
no matter whether you’re pootling 
around town or carving your way 
along a twisty B-road. This allows 
you to place the Fiesta exactly 
where you want it on the road, 
while thoroughly enjoying every 
moment at the wheel. 

By comparison, the Corsa’s 
steering feels light and vague 
around dead-centre, and never 
quite builds enough resistance 
as you turn the wheel to attack 
corners. This means you can 
never be as precise, and you 
won’t attack corners in the 
VXR with the confidence you 
can in the Ford. 

In the same vein, the Fiesta’s 
gearbox and pedals feel positive 
and fulfilling to use; the Corsa’s 
less so. The VXR’s gearchange is 
notchy, its clutch has an overly 
high and vague biting point, and 
there’s too much travel in the brake 
pedal before the car starts to slow 
its progress. All of this blunts the 
driving experience. 

Throw the VXR in to a bend 
and there’s also a surprising 
amount of body lean. If you 
strike a bump mid-corner the 
rear axle of the car is also prone 
to hopping sideways in a rather 
disconcerting fashion. Thankfully, 
these aren’t issues you’ll experience 
in the ST. It stays flatter as you 
turn in to bends and always feels 
more stable and composed no 
matter what the road surface. 

As you might expect from two 
hot hatchbacks, both cars have a 
firm ride which some will find 
wearing - particularly over long 
distances. There’s not a great deal 
to choose between the two in this 
respect; the Corsa is slightly more 
compliant at high speeds, but does 
generate more a bit wind and road 
noise on the motorway. »

What are they like inside? 

Whatever your size, the Fiesta has 
a driving position to suit. The range 
of adjustment from the steering 
wheel and seat, plus the amount of 
headroom on offer, is excellent for 
such a small car. 

You sit slightly higher in the 
Corsa and the seat doesn’t slide as 
far back, which can prevent very tall 
drivers getting comfortable. It’s also 
disappointing that there isn’t a 
footrest next to the clutch pedal. 

Both cars have Recaro sports 
seats that impress in different ways. 
The Fiesta’s fit more snugly around 
your sides and as such offer better 
lateral support - particularly 
around the shoulders - but the 
Corsa’s are more comfortable over 
long distances. 

The Fiesta’s main bugbears are 
still its dashboard ergonomics 
and cabin quality. Its small 
infotainment screen looks 
old-fashioned compared with the 
Corsa’s y.oin touchscreen and isn’t 
as easy to use. Most of the switches 
and buttons feel a bit low-rent, too, 
although the ST’s dashboard is soft 
to the touch. 

By comparison, the VXR’s 
interior looks smart and modern. 
Chrome highlights and gloss 
black surfaces help differentiate 
it from lesser mociels in the Corsa 
line-up, and the materials 
throughout the cabin - with the 
exception of the cheap-feeling 
air-con controls - feel that bit 
more premium. 

However, it’s a pity that, 
apart from the seats and

aluminium pedals, neither car 
looks overtly sporty inside. 

Head room is similarly generous 
in both cars’ rear seats, although the 
Corsa has marginally more rear leg 
room. However, the VXR’s front 
seats don’t tilt forward as freely, 
which makes it trickier to get in to 
the back to start with. 

Annoyingly, too, after letting 
someone in or out of the rear in 
either car, the front seats don’t 
return to their original position; 
you have to reposition them 
manually each time. 

The two cars have similar- sized 
boots that will easily swallow a 
couple of weekend bags and 60/40 
split-folding rear seats for those 
occasions when you need to carry 
bulkier items. 

What will they cost? 

In mid-spec ST-2 form, the Fiesta 
costs a few hundred pounds more 
than the Corsa. However, haggling 
with your Ford dealer should snag 
you a deal for £17,238, whereas 
discounts on the Vauxhall will be 
much smaller for the first few 
months. In fact, our Target Price 
team weren’t able to find any 
savings at the time of writing. 

Our real-world fuel economy 
tests show that the VXR will cost 
you an extra £400 in fill-ups every 
12,000 miles, and because of its 
higher CO2 emissions you’ll pay an 
extra £75 a year in road tax. Factor 
in all the costs you’re likely to face 
during the first three years and the 
VXR works out nearly £3000 more 
expensive to own. 

The Fiesta is also far cheaper to 
run as a company car, courtesy of 
that lower CO2 output, and for those 
taking out a PCP finance deal the ST 
offers lower monthly repayments. 

Both cars are reasonably 
well equipped, with a heated 
windscreen, DAB radio, Bluetooth 
and air conditioning fitted as 
standard. On top of that, the Corsa 
adds xenon headlights and cruise 
control, while the Fiesta counters 
with heated front seats and rear 
privacy glass. You’ll need to pay 
extra for sat-nav in either car; it’s 
cheaper in the Corsa but uses an 
app on your smartphone.

trickier to load wide items. Leather seats are available as an option, though touchscreen infotainment system is generally quick to respond and easy to use 



OUR VERDICT 


The VXR is quick enough but feels more like an overpowered Corsa than 
a cohesive hot hatchback. It just isn’t enough fun to drive, not only 
compared with the Fiesta ST but also other similarly priced rivals. 

The vague steering is the VXR’s biggest dynamic flaw, but its poor 
body control and gearchange also disappoint. The Vauxhall doesn’t 
sound particularly tuneful, either, and works out a lot more expensive 
than the Fiesta to own - no matter how you’re buying.

IF YOU THINK you are seeing a lot 
of Mitsubishi Outlander PHEVs 
on the road at the moment, it’s 
probably because you are. 

Around ii,ooo have found UK 
homes and it’s very easy to see why 
The SUV segment is busy at present, 
with no shortage of models 
competing for buyers’ money 
Most are practical, decent to drive 
and reasonably handsome. The 
Outlander hits all those marks but 
where it leaves every other £30,000 
to £40,000 SUV for dead is when 
you get your calculator out. 

The official economy figure for 
the PHEV is an eye-popping 


148 mpg. No matter how many 
pinches of salt you take 
Government economy figures with, 
that’s a mightily impressive claim 
for a car that can take a family of 
five and the dog to the seaside, and 
tow their caravan there, too. 

It gets better. The PHEV’s big 
party trick comes if you are a

company car user. With emissions 
of 44g/km, the Mitsubishi is about 
as tax-efficient an SUV as you can 
buy. Its benefit-in-kind (BIK) tax 
rate of 5% compares very 
favourably with the 21% charge that 
the cheapest Mazda CX-5 attracts. 
Using this example, the Outlander 
saves a 40% tax payer £1500 per 
year in tax. 

Our PHEV was in range-topping 
GX4hs trim - commanding a £2100 
premium over the middling GX4h 
trim level. The extra money 
brought a range of safety and 
convenience features to the 
Outlander’s already comprehensive 
kit list. They included adaptive 
cruise control, lane departure 
warning and a collision-mitigation 
system. In terms of optional extras, 
we chose floor mats, metallic paint, 
a tow bar and the 5m fast-charge 
cable to use with the 32amp 
charger at the What Car? office. 


The PHEV was an easy car to 
live with. As we looked beyond 
its scratchy cabin plastics and 
chaotic switchgear, its less obvious 
interior highlights became more 
apparent. Things such as clear 
instrumentation, comfortable 
seats and good storage meant 
more by the day. It was a shame 
the infotainment system was such 
a clunker, though. 

Where the PHEV excelled over 
other plug-ins was its sheer 
usefulness. On a recent four-player 
golf trip it swallowed everyone’s 
clubs and trolleys with surprising 
ease. Even the luggage cover could 
be drawn across the top. The next 
week, the Outlander’s load space 
was needed for a trip to the tip, 
followed by one to B&Q. In fact, 
the Outlander became the team’s 
weapon of choice whenever 
something large needed shifting 
somewhere else.

The PHEV’s good visibility, 
smooth CVT gearbox and 
reasonable refinement combined 
to make it easy to drive but, as you 
might expect, it offered little 
entertainment. That didn’t really 
matter because it was at its most 
efficient when the fewest demands 
were placed on it. For example, the 
best fuel economy figure 1 saw was 
around 84mpg when employing a 
battery-saving driving style. 

Driven normally and kept away 
from the charging cable, the PHEV’s 
economy dipped into the late 30s. 
Long motorway runs, in particular, 
hit average economy hard. Over 
the course of 15,012 miles the 
PHEV managed an average of 
52.impg. For a big, practical SUV, 
that’s not too bad. Set against the 
148 mpg claimed average, however, 
it’s disappointing. 

To get close to Mitsubishi’s 
claimed triple-digit economy figure 
we found you must regularly 
hook-up to an electric power source. 
We also found the best way to get 
the most from a tank of fuel was by 
using the PHEV for short journeys, 
regularly charging the batteries and 
using the 2.0-litre petrol engine as 
infrequently as possible. 

Fully charged, the batteries 
usually gave a range of 29 miles. 
However, using power-hungry 
functions such as the heater 
reduced the claimed range by as 
much as 25%. It was the same story 
in warm weather. Firing up the 



Infotainment system brought DAB and Bluetooth, but the touchscreen was unresponsive and the menus clunky 


air-con reduced the PHEV’s range 
by around seven miles. That was the 
difference between me making my 
21-mile commute on electric power 
alone, and not. 

In conclusion, then, it’s absolutely 
correct to say that the Outlander 
PHEV is a genuine go-an3rwhere, 
plug-in hybrid, a tempting 
company car and practical family 
transport that is easy to live with. 

It can be cheap to run, too, if used in 
a way that suits it. However, if that 
way of driving doesn’t suit you, you 
are unlikely ever to be completely 
happy with this plug-in SUV.

THE BMW 2 Series Active Tourer 
went on sale last year, and has since 
made a case for being the brand’s 
most family-friendly model yet. 

With its high roofline, adjustable 
rear seating and long wheelbase, 
it’s undoubtedly a practical 
package, but how will it cope with 
being a family and photographer’s 
workhorse for 12 months? 

Our Active Tourer is powered 
by the same iSybhp 2.0-litre 
turbodiesel that propels all BMWs 
with a ‘2od’ badge. The engine 
certainly feels strong and punchy 
enough, and has already earned 
respect for its cruising ability on 
long-distance journeys. 

It’s paired with a six-speed 
manual gearbox; with its lighter 
clutch and much smoother 
gearshift it’s better than the one 
fitted to my old BMW 3 Series GT. 

In M Sport spec, and finished 
in optional Estoril Blue (£550), 
the car looks superb. Eor such 
a practical vehicle, it’s surprising 
how small the BMW actually is. 

It is just 4.3m long, 1.8m wide 
and 1.5m high, and when parked 
alongside a five-door Volkswagen 
Golf, it appears to be only 
marginally bigger. 


As standard, all 2 Series Active 
Tourers have i6in alloy wheels, 
all-round electric windows, DAB 
radio, Bluetooth, dual-zone climate 
control, rear parking sensors and 
automatic lights and wipers.

With the seats 
folded flat, the boot’s capacity 
expands to 1510 litres. 

Over the coming months, a big 
question will be whether the Active 
Tourer suits my role as a snapper as 
well as my previous car, the Citroen 
Grand C4 Picasso. 

It’s not just how the BMW copes 
with my occupation, either. With 
one of my sons coming home from 
university this summer, it will 
have to play the role of home- 
mover in the same way the 
impressively practical Citroen did, 
so competently, last year.

THE SECOND-GENERATION 
HYUNDAI i20 is a relative 
newcomer to the supermini 
segment, having only gone on 
sale in January. 

Rivals, such as the Eord Eiesta, 
Volkswagen Polo and new Skoda 
Eabia (this year’s What Car? Car of 
the Year), have set the bar incredibly 
high in this class and, as a result, 
Hyundai can’t just rely on its 
competitive pricing and five-year 
warranty to tempt buyers. 

To do that, this all-new i20 must 
demonstrate that it is sufficiently 
practical for weekly shopping trips, 
has a functional interior with 
a respectable amount of cabin 
quality, is powered by a flexible 
engine that is as at home on open 
roads and motorways as it is 
pottering around town, and 
displays the kind of reliability and 
robustness the average small family 
expects from its daily runabout. 

Our i20 is with us for six 
months and during that time we 
expect to do around 8ooo miles 
in it, in a variety of mixed driving. 
It’s powered by Hyundai’s ggbhp 
1.4-litre normally aspirated 
engine, paired with a six-speed 
manual gearbox. 


Eirst impressions of the i20 are 
good. It has a pleasant, hushed 
engine note and a decent throttle 
response. The gearshift action is 
precise and well weighted. In fact, 
in this early bonding phase, the 
gearshift quality is one of the 
standout strengths of the car. 

Our i20 emits I27g/km of CO2, 
which is respectable for a 1.4 petrol 


in this class. However, with their 
more modern turbocharged petrol 
engines, rivals such as the Eord 
Eiesta and Vauxhall Corsa are closer 
to the loog/km mark. 

As standard, all i20 models have 
six airbags, remote central locking, 
daytime running lights, a trip 
computer and USB connections. 

We went for the mid-level SE trim.

which adds a lot more kit over the 
sparsely equipped entry-level S 
variant. Highlights include air-con, 
i6in alloy wheels, rear parking 
sensors, electric windows, cruise 
control and Bluetooth. 

Our car also has the optional 
Driver Assist Pack. Today it costs 
£375 but it was thrown in for free as 
part of the initial offer on launch 
cars. It brings a static cornering 
light function and a smartphone 
docking station, which sits on top 
of the dashboard and charges your 
phone while you use it as a sat-nav. 

There’s only one no-cost solid 
colour available on the i20 (Polar 
White), but I wanted something 
with a bit more pizzazz, hence the 
Mandarin Orange metallic paint 
(£495). I think it helps set off the 
car’s styling really well, in particular 
the neatly proportioned front 
styling around the daytime lights. 

Boot space has already been put 
to the test. At 326 litres with the 
seats up and 1042 litres with them 
folded fiat, there was easily enough 
room for staff snapper Luc Lacey to 
pack his entire camera gear into the 
back of the i20 with ease. 

During the next couple of 
months its practicality will be 
challenged further. It will also be 
subjected to a number of return 
trips from Twickenham to Bristol, 
where we’ll see how it copes with 
being out of its comfort zone on 
faster, open roads.

THIS LEXUS MUST have one of the 
most comfortable driver’s seats I’ve 
ever encountered.

up on more bumps and ripples 
than I’d like, it hardly bothers me 
at all now. It’s partly because the 
suspension deals quickly with 
scarred road surfaces, so regains its 
composure almost straight away, 
but also because I’ve simply grown 
used to the ride. 

The amount of road noise on 
coarse motorway surfaces was 
another of my initial worries. 
Perhaps it seems overly intrusive 


might find in a Bentley or a Rolls, 
but our NX’s seat manages to be 
both soft and supportive, with an 
adjustable lumbar support and 
gentle side bolsters. 

It’s especially cosseting around 
the lower back and thighs. There’s 
heating to warm you up and 
ventilation to cool you down. 
Wiggle the electric adjustment 
controls for the seat and the 
handsome steering wheel, and it’s 


because the A6 is so quiet the rest of 
the time. Whatever the explanation, 
it no longer seems as bad now that 
I’ve done the best part of io,ooo 
miles in the car. The A6 is also a lot 
quieter than most other cars on the 
same stretches of road, which helps 
to put things into perspective. 

I’m still not totally at ease with 
the car’s MMI central controller, 
though. It’s an impressive system 
in general but I’m still unsure 
which of the four buttons around 
the central dial does what at any 
given time. Their functions vary 
depending on which menu you’re 
in, and I still have to look at the 
button and the screen, which can 
be momentarily distracting. 

I have no concerns regarding the 
capacity of the boot, however. The 
Audi’s load bay has swallowed 
everything we’ve thrown at it. 

My initial concerns may have 
evaporated but my colleagues’ 
views of the car remain unchanged. 
‘Awesome” and "It’s a lovely thing” 
are just two reactions. They’re right, 
of course. It does nearly everything 
exceptionally well. 


easy to find the perfect driving 
position, too. 

Bizarrely, my family isn’t so 
enthusiastic, declaring the rear 
seats - which are adjustable for tilt 
- "uncomfortable”. After one long 
trip that we regularly make, my two 
young daughters both emerged 
from the car feeling sick, either 
because of my driving, the car’s 
slightly unsettled ride or the fact 
that, for smaller passengers, the 
high rear window line impedes 
their view. 

In other news, school runs and 
supermarket trips are proving 
interesting. The NX glides around 
town, and my favourite game is 
trying to keep it in electric-only 
mode. Unfortunately, this isn’t easy. 
Most of the time there isn’t enough 
juice in the battery and, even when 
there is, the engine will cut in if 
you press too heavily on the 
accelerator, or exceed town speeds. 
The Lexus is quiet, though, even 
when the engine chips in. It’s also 
an easy car to manoeuvre in tight 
spaces, thanks to its 360-degree 
panoramic view monitor.

FM NEARLY 10,000 miles in to my 
time with the 308 SW, and an early 
irritation is turning into a major 
inconvenience. For no obvious 
reason, you can’t just drop the 
boot lid so that it locks in place. 


At first, 1 thought it was me. 
Perhaps 1 wasn’t pushing down 
hard enough, or 1 was directing my 
force at the wrong angle? However, 
time and again, the boot would 
bounce up or close in a half-locked 
position, even when pushed hard. 

Often that meant it looked shut, 
and I’d only discover it wasn’t when 
1 either drove off and the warning 
indicator blinked or walked off and 
blipped the key fob to no avail.

It’s a real shame because in 
so many ways the Peugeot is a 
first-rate car. Its small petrol engine 
is outstanding: punchy, refined and 
flexible. The space and practicality 
on offer for the price are equally 
top-notch and place it head-to-head 
with the Skoda Octavia for offering 
the class best. Yet there’s this boot 
problem to consider, and the 
hapless touchscreen interface, and 
the slightly bland styling. 

If only they could string it all 
together, Peugeot would be known 
as a great car maker rather than an 
average to good one. With this 308 
SW they are oh-so close. Sporty 
RCZ R aside, the 308 SW is 
unquestionably the best car they 
make but these small flaws are what 
separates them from the very best. 

It may be that Peugeot is happy 
with its lot; it has recently raised the 
list price of the 308 SW by a few 
hundred pounds, while the Target 
Price has increased by close to 
£1000. That suggests the cars are 
selling well just the way they are.

Contract hire and leasing 

We tell you about fitting accessories, maintenance deals and PCP vs contract hire 


WHAT’S THE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN RUNNING A 
CARON CONTRACT HIRE 
AND LEASING? 

Contract hire is actually a form of 
leasing - effectively it is an operating 
lease. ‘Leasing’ is a general, catch-all 
term that includes finance lease 
and lease purchase, as well as 
contract hire. 

FM SELF-EMPLOYED AND 
WANT A CAR FOR MOSTLY 
BUSINESS USE. 

Should I go for contract hire or 
investigate a PCP? 

Personal contract hire isn’t proving 
as popular as personal contract 
purchase (PCP) among private 
individuals and the self-employed. 
Monthly payments are often broadly 
similar, but at the end of the deal a 
PCP gives you the flexibility to own 
the car for an extra lump sum or, 
potentially, a bit of cash to put 
towards a deposit on another PCP 
deal. If you find you want or need to 
terminate the deal early, PCP usually 
offers an advantage, too. With 
contract hire, early termination 


typically carries a penalty of 50% 
of the outstanding rental. The 
penalties on a PCP are usually 
comparatively small. 

If you are VAT-registered, though, 
you can reclaim 50% of the VAT on 
the finance costs of contract hire and 
100% of the VAT on a maintenance 
agreement. With a PCP, you can’t 
reclaim VAT. In some cases, this can 
make contract hire the better bet, 
but for most buyers, PCP offers the 
more attractive route. 

DOES IT MAKE SENSE TO TAKE 
OUT A WITH MAINTENANCE’ 
AGREEMENT WHEN BUYING? 

Companies tend to go for a 
maintenance agreement because it 
makes budgeting easier, is less 
hassle and can reduce 
administration. For private 
individuals, the fixed monthly cost 
can also be reassuring, but you 
should also work out whether it is 
cheaper to pay for your own 
maintenance. Use the What Car? 
data pages to help estimate costs. 

Generally, the higher your 
mileage, the more viable a 


maintenance agreement becomes 
for a single individual. Annual 
mileage of 20,000 miles or more 
can swing it in favour of 
a maintenance package. As well as 
the potential of extra servicing and 
wear and tear with higher mileage, 
many warranties run out at 60,000 
miles. If you’re leasing an older car, 
consider maintenance. The warranty 
will probably run out before the end 
of the contract and while the best 
leasing firms source nearly new cars 
from main dealers, others may 
supply from less reputable origins. 

So do your sums, then balance 
any cost difference against the pros 
and cons. 

WHAT HAPPENS IF I FIT 
ACCESSORIES TO A CAR ON 
CONTRACT HIRE? 

You need to get the permission of 
the leasing company before you 
add accessories, such as mobile 
phone kits or tow bars. Before you 
return the car at the end of the 
contract, it is up to you to remove 
these accessories and make good 
any damage.

Association guidelines. Some 
won’t charge if the cost of 
damage is below a set figure.

What about delivery dates, sourcing 
reliable used cars, finder’s fees and 
giving a broker money up front? 


A BROKER CLAIMS HE CAN 
SUPPLY ME WITH A NEW 
BMW X5 SOONER THAN MY 
LOCAL DEALER CAN. 

Is this possible? 

It could be that the broker 
pre-ordered a new X5 on the basis 
that he’d be able to find a buyer for 
it, or he may have a cancelled 
order. In either case, it is possible 
that you could beat the dealer 
waiting list, but quiz him about the 
basis for his claim. If it’s one of the 
two cases above, ask to see the 
proof, make sure the car has the 
same engine and trim that you 
want, and remember that you 
won’t be able to choose the spec if 
the car has been ordered. Get the 
delivery date in writing, too. 

rVE SEEN A BROKER WHO IS 
CHARGING A FINDER’S FEE 
OF £1000. 

Is this right? 

Shop elsewhere. There is nothing 
to stop brokers charging finder’s 
fees, even as high as this. However, 
unless the car is very exclusive or 
you’re jumping a long queue for an 
in-demand model, £1000 is steep. 
As a general rule, most reputable 
brokers earn their commission 
from the dealer, not the customer 
so be wary if you’re asked to pay 
the broker any money. 

IS IT SAFE TO PAY MONEY TO 
A BROKER BEFORE F VE 
TAKEN DELIVERY OF A CAR? 

It puts you in a very vulnerable 
position, even if the broker is 
trustworthy. If the broker goes 
bust before your car has arrived, 
you may not see the car or the 
money. The safest options are to 
use a broker who insists you pay 
the dealer directly for the car, or 
pay the money into an ‘escrow’ 
holding account until the car is 
ready for delivery. If you have 
handed cash to a broker, get 
written proof that the supplying 
dealer has received your money. 

CAN BROKERS SUPPLY USED 
AS WELL AS NEW CARS? 

Yes. The majority of new-car 
brokers also supply nearly new 
motors and the savings compared 
with the DIY route are broadly 
similar. Likewise, the usual caveats 
about using a broker also apply. 


Also, if the car is only a few 
months old, it’s worth ensuring 
that it isn’t a ‘dealer return’ - a new 
car returned by a customer 
because it was sub-standard. 

IF I BUY FROM A BROKER, 
WHAT FINANCE AND 
WARRANTY CAN I EXPECT? 

Most brokers don’t offer finance 
directly, but they can notify the 
dealer that you’re interested in 
paying for your car this way, and 
from then on, your dealer will 
discuss your options with you 
and conduct the transaction as 
normal. Every new car, whether 
you find it in a showroom or via 
a broker, comes with a full 
manufacturer’s warranty. 

WHERE DO BROKERS SOURCE 
THEIR CARS? 

Although some brokers specialise 
in imports, the majority deal in UK 
models, supplied by UK dealers. 
They’ve already negotiated 
discounts, so save you hassle and 
time but it’s possible to beat a 
broker’s price if you’re determined. 
Most brokers refer you to the 
dealer, and from then on you deal 
direct. As the car is supplied by a 
dealer you have a right to expect 
the same service as if you’d 
walked in off the street.

Reputable brokers 
only sell cars ordered through 
dealers where you are the first 
registered keeper. Get this 
assurance in writing, and don’t 
‘accept’ the car until you are in 
receipt of the V5C.
